We believe few people realize the time and 
labor required to grow a first class 2-year 
Cherry tree ready for the planter. Practically 
all Cherry stocks come from France, the French 
Nurseryman plants the seed and spends one 
whole summer in weeding, hoeing and culti- 
vating the little seedlings. In the fall they are 
dug, packed up and shipped to the American 
Nurseryman who buys them. He prepares his 
land, plants them out in rows and continues the 
cultivating, hoeing and weeding process. In 
the summer he cuts buds from the variety of 
Cherry he desires to propagate and on each 
little seedling cuts open the bark just above 
the ground and inserts one of these buds into 
the bark and binds it in. In a few weeks the 
bud grows to the tree and becomes part of it. 
Two years have now passed—one in growing 
the seedling and one in growing in the bud. 
The tree is next cut off just above the bud, 
which now starts to grow and in two years 
from this time makes a two-year tree ready 
for the planter, but it really takes four years 
to grow a two-year tree.

Planting Instructions 


When trees are received from us, if not planted 
at once, remove all packing material; open the 
bunches and heal in the ground, covering the roots 
and part of the bodies with damp earth. The 
land for planting an orchard should be in a good 
state of cultivation. The holes should be dug 
large enough to permit the roots to be straightened 
out in natural position, and tree planted one or 
two inches deeper than it stood in the nursery. 
The soil should be worked in around the roots and 
tramped firm, all except the last two inches on 
top. Many trees are lost by not having dirt well 
packed around roots at planting time. Protect 
the body of tree from sun seald by using tree pro- 
tectors. Cultivate often, every ten days until the 
middle of August; this conserves soil moisture and 
promotes a healthy growth. 


Watch your apple trees closely during dry 
weather for signs of borers and if found, cut 
them out before serious damage is done, remem- 
ber that damage from apple borers is usually 
caused when the tree is suffering from lack of 
moisture. 


You may plant cultivated crops between the 
rows, such as strawberries, tomatoes, potatoes, 
etc., but in no case seed your orchard to blue 
grass, alfalfa or other sod.
